Rev. Stanton S. Burdett believed in the tradition that the 
eye & oes was a corruption of Burdett and after 
Ss Marriage chose to be known by the latter name. He was a 
Baptist minister and the author of a hymn book entitled 
e@ Baptist Harmony" published in Philadelphia by E.W.Miller. 

The preface is dated"Pleasant Hil1,S.C., July 1834", and is 
signed. The book is a collection of "choice hymns and spir- 
itual songs for social worship". A copy of it was owned by 
Mrs. Sarah Seabury Spaulding of Norwich, Conn. who inherited 
it from her father, Henry W. Burdick.
